Helpful Hints Concerning the Cuttlngi 


Curing and Keeping of the Crop. 


Cut the clover as soon as you can see 


any heads turning brown. Cut at this 
stage the clover will make a lessweight 
than if cut later; 1>ut it will "have n 
greater food value, a larger pait of it 
(being digestible. As the heads ripen 
the percentage of woody fiber in the 
plant steadily increases. Cut as soon as 
the earliest blossoms begin to turn, il 
is more tioublesome to cure than if cul 
later, but this is more than compen- 
sated for by the greater value of the 
second crop, whether it is cut for hay 01 
seed. When cut at the right season and 
well cured the nutritive value of clovei 
hay is fully equal to that of timothy, 
and is greater in many food combine 
tions, on account of its higher albumi- 
noid ratio. Generally clover hay is not 
considered as good-as timothy for cattle 
and horses. Our experience is to the 
contrary, and we think careful experi- 
ments will prove that, other things be- 
ing equal, clover hay is full as goodfoi 
work horses even as is timothy. Moist- 
ure, 
while curing, damages clover 


more than grass. A heavy rain will 
often destroy one-half of its value. The 
dew will damage it materially, unless il 
is in cocks. When the growth is ordi- 
nary, and the ground quite dry, the clo- 
vfrmaybo cut late in tho afternoon. 
It may wilt a little, but so little that the 
dew will not njuro it. As soon as the 
top has dried and cured the next day, 
winch will be before noon, turn it 
and by two or three o'clock it will 
be ready to draw in. 
If the cro^ 


is heavy or tho ground damp, the bet,t 
plan is, to cut it from ten o'clock to 
noon. Turn it about two, and put it 
,n cocks befoie the dew falls. These 
may be opened out as soon as the dew 
is off the next morning, and tho hay 
housed before noon. A number ol 
eaps will bo found useful, but when 
the crop is large it is impracticable to 
depend upon them for protection from 
rain. Our summer showers come so 
suddenly that it is impossible to pro- 
tect a large lot. 


Clover is injured by too much sun 


A veiy hot sua i3 not desirable, as it 
"burns" the clover, making the leaves 
so brittle that they will break off in 
handling 
If allowed to get too ripe 


before it is cut, or if cut when the dew 
is on, the effect is of the same nature. 
It will cure out not a little in the cock, 
and this curing is more desirable than 
sun-drying. The less handling neces- 
sary the better. The best weather for 
clover hay-making is when the sun is 
not very hot and the air is dry. The 
worst weather is—unfortunately, not 
uncommon—hot sun and moist atmos- 
phere; then the hay "burns out," and 
sudden showers may be expected. 


Clover hay will not keep in a stack, 


unless the stack is protected by a bet- 
ter material. In the West, where most 
of the hay is stacked, this is accom- 
plished by putting timothy on the top. 
Large barracks—open sheds—are often 
used. These cost but little, and afford 
good protection. 
But nothing else 


equals a good rnotv; and nearly all the 
value of clover hay depends upon its 
curing and keeping.—American Agri- 
culturist. _______^____

Secretary Lamar'. Order Bevokin* the 


Withdrawal ol Indemnity Lande. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.-8ecretary La- 


mar has directed the revocation of the old 
order ot withdrawal of lands within the 
indemnity limits of the Atlantic & Pacific 
railroad, thus restoring them to settlement 
under the Pre-emption and Homestead 
laws. Tho question involved in this order 
has been carefully considered by the Pres- 
ident and his Cabinet, and it Is under- 
stood that this order will be followed 
by similar 
orders throwing open to 


settlement the indemnity lands claimed 
by other land-grant roads. There art 
about three and one-half million acres o| 
indemnity lands 
claimed by the At 


lantlc 
& 
Pacific 
road, 
and

roads. 
Secretary Lumar, in a 


letter to the Commissioner ot the Oenerai 
Land Office, dated August 13,directiug th< 
restoration of the Atlantic & Pacific in 
demnity lands, presented an elaboratt 
view of tho company's, showing why th< 
order should not be revoked, and of tin 
laws bearing on tho question, as well as * 
long argument In support of his action, 
The grant to tho Atlantic & Pacific road, 
tho secretary says, was a grant to the fre( 
alternate, odd-numbered sections to b« 
found within twenty miles on each side 01 
the rood in the States, and within fortj 
miles in the Territories; with the right t< 
take tho free odd-numbered sections found 
within a further limit of ten miles, as in 
demnity tor lands lost in the granted limits. 


The order-was for the survey of lands 


"for forty miles in width," or only to the 
extent of tho granted limits in the Terri' 
torios, and ten miles beyond the granted 
and indemnity limits In the States. While 
surveys were to be made to this extent, 
tho withdrawal of lands, "after the gener- 
al route shall bo fixed," "from sale, ..or 
entry, or pre-emption, before or after'sur- 
vey," only related to "the odd sections 
hereby granted." This plain statement 
shows that the contract of the Government 
was to give the stated quantity of land if 
it could be found within the granted limits; 
and for the purpose of securing, as far as 
possible, tho full fruition of the grant to 
the company, the act, creating alike the 
grant and the contract, made a legislative 
withdrawal of lands within the granted 
limits 
as 
soon 
as 
they 
should 


be indicated by the map of general route. 
As to tho lands within the indemnity lim- 
its, the contract was based upon the con- 
tingencies—that of losing lands within the 
grunted limits, and being able to find suf- 
ficient to indemnify the company among 
tho 
odd numbered 
sections within a 


further limit of ten miles. Here the inter- 
est of tho company was so remote and 
contingent, being n more potentiality and 
nut u grant, that Congress declined to 
order u withdrawal for the benefit of the 
same, or even a survey within the territo- 
ries. It is apparent from the grouting 
clause of said act that the grant was not 
one tot quantity, but for a certain number 
of sections in place; and if not there, 
then it gave tho privilege of looking 
lor tho deficiency 
in restricted limits. 


Had Congress intended 
the 
company 


should absolutely have full quantity of 
land designated, it would not have re- 
stricted tho right to select the odd sections 
within ten miles, but would have placed 
no lateral limit to the right of selection, as 
in the case of tho Burlington & Missouri 
Kivor railroad. Therefore, if the com- 
pany does not get tho full amount of the 
sections within tbo primary limits and 
fails to muko up its lossos in the secondary 
limits, there is no violation of contract 
any where, but only the happening of a 
contingency plainly contemplated by the 
granting act, subject to which the com- 
pany made its contract. 
Waiving all 


questions as to whether or not the grant- 
ing act took 
from 
the secretary all 


authority to withdraw indemnity limits 
from settlement, it is manifest, Secretary 
Lniiiar says, that tho act gave no special 
authority or direction to the executive to 
•withdraw the lands; and, when such with- 
drawal was made.it was done, by virtue 
of the general Authority over such mat- 
ters possessed by the Secretary of the In- 
terior, and in the exercise of discretion; 
so that, were tho withdrawal to be re- 
voked, no law would be violated, no con- 
tract broken. 
Tho company would be 


placed exactly in the position which the 
law gave it, nnil deprived of no rights ac- 
quired under it; it would yet have its 
rights to select indemnity for lost lands. 
But in so doing it would have no advan- 
tage over the settler, as it now has, in 
contravention of the policy of the Govern- 
ment, in denial of the rights unquestion- 
ably conferred upon settlors by the land 
laws of the country, and 
apparently 


specially protected by the provisions of 
the granting act. 


In answer to the assertion of the com- 


punytthat'no opportunityihas been afforded 
it to identify or select either granted or 
indemnity lands along a large part of Its 
lino bocau.se of failure of tho Government 
to make the necessary surveys, even after 
tho company hnd offered to deposit a suffi- 
cient sum of money to cover the cost of 
survey, the secretary says, there is no law 
which authorizes such deposits for such 
purposes; and if tho officers of the land 
department were to accept a deposit from 
tho company in advance and devote it to 
surveying railroad lands, money would 
still bo necessary to pay for the survey of 
the

without surveying

numbers. Tho right to order such surveys 
is entirely beyond tho pc*ver of the Execu- 
tive, who can only administer the laws as 
enacted, and who can only expend, as di- 
rected, such money as has been duly ap- 
propriated, having no authority to draw 
such moneys from any other sources. The 
attention of Congress has been repeatedly 
called to the subject of the surveys, but in 
the exercises of its wisdom it btu not 
thought proper to mako such appflpr!«- 
tions as wero suggested, and the matter 
remains exactly where it was when the 
grant 
was made. 
This 
department, 


charged with the administration of the 
land laws, acted with the utmost, if no 
questionable, I iberality, when it withdrew 
tho land in the indemnity belt—a liberality 
which Congress declined to exhibit. This 
liberality was further shown by the fact 
that tho indemnity lands were withdrawn 


long before a mile of road was buJt, and 
continued withdrawn long after the tune 
prescribed by law for its construction haa 
expired, and more than liberality is shown 
in that, during the period of said with- 
drawals the company is allowed to present 
and have approved by the local officers its 
list of selections without giving public 
notice of any kind; whilst the preemp- 
tion or homestead settler, though his reii- 
dence upon and cultivation of his land 
has been open and notorious for years, is 
compelled to give thirty days' notice by 
advertisement 
and 
posting 
before 


he 
is 
allowed 
to 
show 


by 
proof 
his 
right 
to 
his 


home, so that any one interested may ap- 
pear and protest on the day named against 
said proof, or contest his right. The de- 
partment is not now to be charged with 
injustice or illiberally because it does not 
propose to keep in perpetual reservation 
a territory of such vast extent as was 
withdrawn for the benefit of this road. 


Criticism, the secretary says, upon the 


alleged shortcomings of the Government 
with respect to this grant conies with an 
ill-grace from this company. The people, 
whom the Government represents, had 
some rights under the grant as well as the 
company. That act was not passed and 
that contract made for the sole benefit of 
the company. Mutuality in benefit was 
expected and intended, and mutual ob- 
ligations were entered into, and equity 
and good conscience would require of both 
parties a faithful observance of these ob- 
ligations. 
The granting act, the secretary says, re- 


quired the company to commence work on 
the road within two years from the time of 
its approval by the President; to complete 
not less than fifty miles per year after the 
second year, and to completethe main line 
of the whole road by the 4th of July, 1878; 
and then he asks "did the company comply 
with this clear and specific contract? Did 
it commence the construction of its road in 
the two years named? Did it prosecute the 
work as required? Did it complete ita main 
line

If, at the time this company applied for 
its grant, it had stated its purpose was to 
build the proposed road, or so much of it 
as it might desire from time to time, and 
in such fragments or to and from such 
points as pleased its management, and 
that the Government should withdraw 
from entry and settlement along its wbolo 
line all the land in both granted and in- 
demnity limits and keep such lands in a 
state of Indefinite withdrawal to wait the 
pleasure or convenience of the company, 
is it believed for a moment that Congress

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE LATE GLADSTONIAN 


VICTORY. 


LONDON, Aug. l(i.-The full significance 


of the Gladstonian victory in the North- 
wick election of Saturday can not be 
realized by a mere inspection of the fig- 
ures. It has a much greater moral force 
than is apparent from the gain of 1,351 
votes as compared with the last previous 
election in that district, and the changing 
of Mr. Brunner's minority of 601 then 
to a majority of 1,129 now. The triumph 
of the Liberals lies mainly in the fact 
that this reversal of majorities in their 
favor has taken place in the very hot-bed 
of Conservatism and under the eyes of 
the powerful Duke of Westminster, whose 
dominion over the people of that locality 
is well nigh as supreme as that of a feudal 
Baron over his subjects. The Duke made 
every effort to secure tha success of his 
son, the young Lord Grosvenor, bnt so 
strong is the undercurrent of popular dis- 
satisfaction with the party in control of 
the government, that even the powerful 
influence of the richest nobleman and 
most 
extensive landlord of 
tho • king- 


dom was unavailing against it. Only 
those who know the secret potency of 
such influence can properly estimate the 
importance of the result. Both the Glad- 
stontan and Tory leaders realize it fully, 
and the former are correspondingly elated 
and the latter as greatly depressed. For 
if in such a district a gain of twenty per 
cent, can be made it is considered beyond 
a doubt that, taking t'ae whole country 
through, a change of at least equal magni- 
tude had taken place. This is a moderate

tion that though the company may 
every speciilcation of its con tract, the Gov- 
ernment is bound in equity not only to 
carry out the contract on its side, but to 
guarantee to It a monopoly tor an indefi- 
nite period of a vast part of the public do- 
main not contemplated by the grant. He 
does not so understand either the law or 
the equity of the case, and on a full con- 
sideration of the whole subject concludes 
that the withdrawal for indemnity pur- 
poses, if permissible under the law, was 
solely by virtue of executive authority, 
and maybe revoked by the hiimo authority. 
That such revocation would not be a viola- 
tion of either law or equity, and that said 
lands having been so long withheld for the 
benefit of the company, the time has ar- 
rived when public policy and justice de- 
mand the withdrawal bhould be revoked 
and some regard had for the rights of those 
seeking and needing homes on the public 
domain. 
In conclusion the secretary directs that 


all lands under withdrawals heretofore 
made and held for indemnity purposes un- 
der the grant to the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railroad Company be restored to the pub- 
lic domain, and opened to settlement un- 
der the general land laws, except such 
lands as may be covered by approved se- 
lections; provided the restoration shall not 
affect rights acquired within the primary 
or granted limits of any other congres- 
sional 
grant. As 
to the 
lands cov- i 


ered by 
unapproved 
selections, 
ap- 


plications to make filings and entries 
thereon may be received, 
uotod 
and 


held subject to the claim of the company, 
of which claim the applicant must be dis- 
tinctly informed, and memoranda entered 
upon his papers. The order of revocation 
is to take effect as soon as issued, but 
filing, and entries of land embraced in it, 
are not to be received until after giving 
notice of the airne by public advertisement 
for a period of thirty days, it being the in- 
tention of the secretary's order that, as 
against actual settlement hereafter made, 
the order of the department withdrawing 
these lands shall no longer be an obstacle, 
Rights hereafter attaching both of the 
company and of settlers will be decided 
according to the facts in each case. 


This order, the secretary says, applies to 


all the land grant roads mentioned in the 
department circular of the 23d of last May, 
excepting the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba, the Hastings & Dakota, the St. 
Paul & Pacific, the St. Paul & Sioux City, 
the Sioux City, and the Winona & St. 
Paul roads. The claims for indemnity 
land, of the roads oxcepted' from this 
order, are still under consideration.

TO RKSTOHE TEIE KMI'IIIB. 


PARIS, Aug. 10.—A manifesto, written in 


behalf of Prince Victor Bonaparte by 
Clement de Royes, was read at all the 
Bonaparte banquets which took place yes- 
terday.

Prince Victor intends in future to be the 
sole chief of all the imperialist committees 
in France, and continues: "Uy order of 
Prince Victor I am to continue to COB«- 
municato with the committees iu Paris 
and the departments. Under his personal 
directions we shall achieve tho concentra- 
tion necessary to success. The policy of 
Prince Victor is destined to restore the 
empire."

Near by were 
a number of Irishmen. They also had 
heard tho reports of tho rifle from time to 
time, and saw the boy fall after the last 
shot had been fired. When they saw the 
German run to tlie boy's assistance, with- 
out a moment's consideration of the re- 
sult, they rushed up to him. Apparently 
they thought the man had deliberately 
shot tho lad, and one of tho number 
yelled out: "Lynch him, the murdnriiiK 
wretch!" This \\ as echoed by the do/.en 
Ifen who wore with him,'and v*ith a Don- 
nybrook-fair yell they pounced ou-tlio ter- 
rified German. While a number of the 
gang held.the man a prisoner, others went 
in search o£ a rope. One of them found a 
clothes-line, which was quickly cut from 
the posts and conveyed to the place where 
the 
prisoner 
was 
excitedly 
protest- 


ing his entire 
ignorance o£ tho acci- 


dent. 
The self-constituted executioners 


of Judge Lynch refused to believe what 
the man 'said and quickly adjusted a rope 
about his neck. They hnd dragged and 
driven him several paces when the party 
in Schaft'or's house rushed out of the build- 
ing and explained that the fiboffoad come 
from there and tho m,an tho uiob desired to 
hang was innocent. He was at onco re- 
leased, and taking advantage of tho lib- 
erty ull'orded UIm<macle a bee line for the 
Hoboken ferry as rapidly as his legs could 
carry him. 


All thoughts of lynching somo one hav- 


ing passed from the.minds ot the would-be 
avengers, thoy turned thoir attention to 
tho injured bov, and aided by Sehn.llVr's 
guests took him into his home. Dr. Newell 
was sent for and ho soon visited tho house. 
A short examination was made, and Dr. 
Nowell said it was not serious. The affair 
was reported to the police, and John 
Schaltor and his nine guests wero arrested 
and locked u]) in tho Third Precinct sta- 
tion-lionso. The lynching party wore not 
molested by the officers of the law, and it 
is not probable that thoy will be. 
The 


shooting was of course accidental, but it 
is claimed it was criminally so. Schaffer 
and his friends express much regret at the 
accident, and appear, to be perfectly will- 
ing to do whatever they can to benefit the 
boy.

THE MACON HOHROB. 


Shocking Accident in Draper & 


Webb's Drug Store. 


Monday evening shortly before six 


o'clock there was a terrific explosion in 
Draper & Webb's drug store at Macon, 
and when1'the people arrived they found 
Nelson McDaniel, a young man ot 18, 
dead upon the floor, Clinton Webb badly 
bruised Bad scarred, the building on fire 
and the room partly wrecked. The fire 
was quickly extinguished by the excited 
people, but no thorough investigation 
was had until Coroner Perl summoned a 
jury and proceeded to hold an inquest. 
The body of young McDaniel was viewed. 
It was found that his neck was broken, 
also his collar bone in two places, that 
both of his arms and one leg were badly 
fractured. There was a long cut on his 
face, and his body was black. Death was 
instantaneous. He could not have known 
what hurt him. Clinton Webb's face, 
body and arms were blackened; but there 
were no fractures, and it is not believed 
to-day that his injuries will result fatally. • 


At the inquest it was learned from the 


lips of Mr. Webb that McDaniel had 
come into the store with a printed recipe 
he had bought in Chicago' for making 
white gun powder. Webb is not an ex- 
perienced pharmacist, having but lately 
gone into the drag business, and he could 
not find the ingredients desired. Mr. 
Draper, Webb's partner, came in, when 
the recipe was filled. It called for one 
pound ot prussiate of potash; two and 
one half pounds of chlorate of potash, 
and one and one-fourth pounds of white 
sugar. The young man then went to the 
rear of the store to pulverize and mix the 
ingredients in porcelain and iron mor- 
tars. Both young men wore standing 
side by side when the explosion occurred.' 
It was sudden and unexpected and awful 
in its results. No other testimony of 
value was offered. The explosion was 
heard all over town. 


A verdict of death caused by the explo- 


sion of the chemicals was returned by 
the jury. McDaniel has relatives resid- 
ing near Macon. His parents reside in 
Kansas. They will probably arrive in 
time to attend the funeral. 


Clinton Webb has an invalid mother 


and very sick sister at Macon, Frank 
Webb with Linn & Scruggs, and C. L. 
Webb, with Race & Co., are his brothers. 
They went to Macon last evening in a 
vehicle on hearing of the terrible acci- 
dent.

MARKET POULTRY. 


nints on the Selection of Stoct That tnil 


Give Excellent IlesldU. 


In breeding market poultry the first 


thing to decide is just what kind ol 
fowls sell best in the market where 
they are to be offered. 
If there is a 


projutlice against white or blapk legs, 
feathered shanks, white skin and the 
like, it is useless to .attempt to combat 
it. 
Simply avoid it by breeding the 


fowls that are demanded. The preju- 
dice exists and arguments are worse 
than wasted. It will do no good to 
talk until one is hoarse, that people do 
not cat the shanks of fowls and that a 
white skin may enclose the most deli- 
clous of flesh. 
Arguments don't sell 


the fowls. 


Having decided then what is needed, 


which in most American markets will 
probably be a plump-made, yellow- 
skinned", clean-shanked fowl of medium 
si-/,e, dressing from four to six pounds 
as a chicken and from six to eight 
pounds a.s a fowl, it becomes necessarj 
to select the proper "breeding stock. 
This will probably be found among such 
breeds as Plymouth Rock, Wyandottes 
und Javas. 


In the selection of breeding stock 


color- is a matter of indifference pro- 
vided tho other requisites are obtained, 
although white or light-colored breeds 
generally dress to better advantage it 
killed when in a pinfeatbery state. But 
constitution and vigor are absolutely 
essential, because tho chicks are in- 
tended for rapid growth, and the larg- 
est possible percentage are to be raised. 
Fresh blood is indispensable ; no ap- 
proach Inward inbreeding should be 
pcnnittc'tl. 
The crossing of distinct 


breeds is fat1 from disadvantageous, as 
cTOSb-broi! fowls—i. e., first crosses— 
an- usually hardy and vigorous. 


Among crosses which can be made 


we can mention a few which will prove 
very useful.

jmulu, and make very desirable dressed 
poultry. A cross of a yellow-skinned 
fowl upon the Dorking is also desirable. 
The chief objection to the Dorking is 
its white skin and legs, but when 
crossed with a good yellow-skinned 
fowl the character of the skiu will be 
in many cases modified.

ket poultryman will do well to procure 
somo good, 
healthy, 
thoroughbred 


stock, a little off in color and markings 
the hens of one breed and the cockerel 
of another. Those can be procured at 
a slight advance upon their value lot 
dressed poultry, and for tho market 
paultryman are of equal value with the 
Ihiest specimens.

greater effect when used sparingly, 
und on few occasions. Should he for- 
get the same injunction again, look at 
him very seriously, and tell him that if 
he forgets it again, you shall lie obliged 
to punish him. 
Should he commit the 


offense the third time, take from him 
the means of committing it; for in- 
stance, if you tell him not to tear his 
picture book, and he does tear it, take 
it away from him. 
Perhaps he will 


pout and show ill-humor;—will push oft 
with his little chair, and say, "I don't 
love you, mother." If so, take no no- 
tiee. Do not laugh, for that will irri- 
tate him; do not seem offended with 
!iim, for that will awaken a love of 
power in his little mind. It excites 
very bad feelings irt a child to see that 
he can vex a parent, and make her lose 
her self-command. In spite of his dis- 
pleasure, therefore, continue your em- 
ployment tranquilly, as if nothing h.id 
happened. If his ill-humor continues, 
however, and shows itself in annoy- 
ances to you, and others around him, 
you should take him by the hand, look 
very 
seriously 
in 
his 
face, 
and 


say: "James, you are such a naughty 
boy that I must punish you; I am very 
sorry to punish you; but I must, that you 
may remember to be good next time." 
This should be done with perfect calm- 
ness, and a look of regret. When a 
child is punished in anger, he learns to 
consider it a species of revenge; when 
he is punished in sorrow, he believes it 
is done for his good. 


The punishment for such peevishness 


should be being tied in an arm-chair, 
or something of that simple nature. It 
is not wise or judicious to shut the lit- 
tle offender in a closet. The sudden 
transition from light to darkness affects 
him with an undefined species of hor- 
ror, even if he has been kept perfectly 
free from frightful stories. A young 
child will become quite cold in a tc\v 
minutes, at midsummer, if shut in a 
dark closet. 


If the culprit is obstinate, and tries 


to seem as if he did not care for his 
punishment, let him remain in confine- 
ment till he gets very tired; but in the 
meantime bo perfectly calm yourself, 
and follow your usual occupations, 
You can judge by his actions, and the 
expression of his countenance, whclliei 
his feelings begin to soften. 
Seize ; 


favorable moment, and ask him if ho 
is sorry he has been so naughty; if hi 
says "Yes," let him throw himself inti. 
you arms, kiss him, and tell him you 
hope he will never be naughty again 
for if he is you must punish him, IUH 
it makes you very sorry to punish him 
Hero is the key to all good manage 
mcnt; always punish a child for willful 
ly disobeying you in tho most triflinj. 
particular; but never punish him ii 
anger. —Mothers' Magazine.
